COMMERCIAL SUCCESS 



1 . My name is Shirley Pennebaker. I am over the age of 2 1 and I am competent to make 
this declaration based on my personal knowledge. 

2. I am presently the director and founder of Camp Academia, Inc. I am also the 
inventor of the invention claimed in U.S. Serial No. 10/656,691. 

3. Prior to May 1, 2006, Camp Academia offered Brain Jogging software that provided 
letter and word flash activities. 



4. Beginning approximately May 1 , 2006 the Brain Jogging software was enhanced to 
include the use of rhyming words and phrases and prefixes, suffixes, and root words. Once 
the improved version of the Brain Jogging software was introduced. Camp Academia' s 
revenue increased substantially. As shown below, revenues for January through April 2007 
exceeded three times the revenue of January through April 2006.
